2. To determine if omission of the letters from the design 
might make_the Symbol misunderstood by the raoslems in Albania, I 
contactedT \ of the NE Division of OPC and was given the 

opinion that it wcTCfld not, as the cross in our design was not a 
true cross but simply a cross used to divide the circle geometri- 
cally. However, the obvious point was made the communists could 
distort the meaning of the Symbol and spread the word the Symbol 

was an expression of anti-Mosleirdsm. As a further check on( 

and on our inquiries on the matter, a copy of the design will be 
submitted to Dosti and Kotta for their comment early next week by 
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
